having a thickness of 0.01 to 10 \im and a viscosity of 100,000 cp or less, the film containing 
antislipping agents, the antislipping agents consisting of fine particles of an average particle 
diameter of 10 \im or less, the film comprising hetero functional group modified silicone 
containing amino groups and alkoxy groups; wherein the article is a rubber tire. 

Claims 39-47 have been canceled. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

references are directed to rubber tire coatings but fail to teach, suggest or otherwise render 
obvious the claims which now require the use of a heterofunctional group modified silicone 
containing amino groups and alkoxy groups.
